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A controversial desalination project in Surf City gets a handy assist from The Orange County Register

its plan to create 50 million gallons of 

potable water pumped directly from 
the Pacific Ocean off Huntington Beach, 
it should send a thank-you letter to The 
Orange County Register. Last week, the 
newspaper published an article illustrated 
with Poseidon-provided graphics that 
touted the company’s popularity with 
local water agencies. 

Under the headline “Desalinated Water 
In High Demand,” the Jan. 22 article 
declared that local need for the liquid 
bounty of the proposed facility, which 
would be located behind the AES Power 
Plant at Pacific Coast Highway and New- 
land Street, will exceed supply by 43 
percent. This estimate, the paper claimed, 
is based on the fact that 18 local water 
agencies have recently signed nonbinding 
letters of intent indicating their interest 
in purchasing desalinated water from 
Connecticut-based Poseidon. 

However, the Weekly has learned, 
those letters expired a year ago. And 
although the article claimed 23 water 
agencies are part of a work group dis- 
cussing the project, three agencies are no 
longer in that group. “No one has signed 
a nonbinding purchase agreement,” 
says Kevin Hunt, general manager of 
the Municipal Water District of Orange 
County (MWDOC), a wholesale pur- 
chaser of water that serves 28 districts 
throughout Orange County. “There’s still 
a lot of hurdles to overcome in the next 
year before we get a signed agreement.” 

The city of Fullerton was among the 23 
agencies that had been part of the desali- 
nation working group. David Schickling, 

a water-systems engineer for that city, 
says Fullerton walked away from the table 
more than a year ago when it realized it 
wouldn’t actually be receiving any desali- 
nated water, but rather a possible subsidy 
from the Metropolitan Water District for 
using non-imported water. 

Poseidon’s presence in Orange County 
can be traced to the decades-long search 
for alternatives to importing water from 
the Colorado River aqueduct, thus solv- 
ing Southern California’s chronic water 
shortage. When the project was first made 
public in 2001, it enjoyed widespread sup- 
port among local environmentalists. But 
by 2003, concerns about the release of 
50 million gallons of concentrated brine 
into local ocean waters, as well as possible 
harmful effects on local sea life, stalled 
the project. Poseidon had hoped to win 
approval from the Huntington Beach City 
Council that year, but it would take three 
more years to get one. 

Former mayor Debbie Cook, then a 
councilwoman, spent much of 2003 travel- 
ing around the state and visiting various 
facilities and pilot projects on behalf of 
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the California Desalination Task force 
(CDT). Based on what she learned, she 
voted against Poseidon’s proposed facility 
in Huntington Beach when it came up for 
another vote in 2006. But Cook was in the 
minority; the project passed the council 
four to three. 

“[Poseidon] did a good job of greas- 
ing the skids, doing all the lobbying and 
behind-the-scenes work that these guys 
do,” says Cook. “They had gone up and 
down the state. And you have papers 
like The OC Register that takes these 
press releases and just prints them.” 
(The Register is not alone; KPCC-FM 
89.3 recently published on its website 
a report stating that a poll of local resi- 
dents showed overwhelming support for 
Poseidon’s proposed plant. Who con- 
ducted the poll? Poseidon.) 

While learning about desalination on 
the state task force, Cook says, she came 
to a stark conclusion about the Poseidon 
deal. “It wasn’t ready for prime time,” she 
says. “California wasn’t even close to need- 
ing to embark down this road, especially 
with the energy situation we’re facing.” 

Indeed, agencies such as the Surfrider 
Foundation, whose primary mission is 
ocean and coastal protection, believe the 
strongest argument against desalination 
is the vast energy required to create pota- 
ble water from the ocean—a cost that will 
be passed on to ratepayers. “As energy 
prices go up, the price of desalination is 
going to go up,” says Joe Geever, Surfrid- 
er’s water-programs manager. “Not only 
do I think it will be dramatically more 
expensive than imported water at the 
outset, but the cost of desal will increase 
faster than imported [water].” 

The process of turning salt water 
into potable tap, for example, requires 
much more electricity than simply treat- 
ing wastewater. Currently, the Orange 
County Ground Water Replenishment 


System—which treats wastewater that 
would normally be dumped into the 
ocean before storing it in underground 
reservoirs and pumping it out as drink- 
able water—serves 600,000 customers 
with 70 million gallons per day. 

A Poseidon representative speaking to 
the Register (the company didn’t return 
calls from the Weekly) acknowledged that 
the price would be higher, but he argued it 
was worth providing Orange County water 
customers with a drought-proof, reliable 
source of water. “What is the value of that 
reliability to them?” asked Poseidon Vice 
President Scott Maloni. “That is the ques- 
tion they have to ask themselves.” 

In February 2012, the project received 
approval from the Santa Ana Regional 
Water Quality Control Board. Poseidon 
is currently awaiting approval from the 
California Coastal Commission. Mean- 
while, the company is building a $900 
million facility in Carlsbad and signed 
a 30-year “take or pay” water-purchase 
agreement with the San Diego County 
Water Authority. 

According to Surfrider’s Geever, under 
the terms of the agreement, ratepayers 
will be on the hook for Poseidon’s water 
whether they need it or not, which is 
what just happened in Australia, where 
officials shut down desalination plants 
due to recent rains. “It started raining, and 
the reservoirs filled up. They use the res- 
ervoir water that is dramatically cheaper. 
They shut the desalination facility down, 
but [ratepayers] still have to pay for the 
water,” Geever explains. 

According to a Jan. 2 report by 
KPBS-San Diego, government officials 
are already bracing area residents for 
increased bills. “The reality is that the 
cheap water supplies, the state water 
project, the Colorado River . . . that’s over,” 
Gary Arant, general manager of the Valley 
Center Water District, told the public- 
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radio station. “Make a copy of your water 
bill and stick it in a drawer, and pull it out 
in 10 years. It’ll look very cheap.” 

But while San Diego imports as much 
as 90 percent of its water from outside 
the county, Geever says, there are plenty 
of opportunities for OC to wean itself off 
imported water locally. 

“Orange County has enormous opportu- 
nities to reuse [its] groundwater resources 
and a laundry list of ways of resolving 
their water scarcity problems,” he says, 
adding that water reclamation, storm- 
water capture and conservation programs 
should be the focus of a portfolio that 
could someday include desalination. “You 
[should] start with the most beneficial 
and cheapest projects. That’s not the way 
things are going.” 

In addition to increased monthly rates, 
there are also concerns about the cost of 
the plant’s construction. In Poseidon’s ini- 
tial proposal to Surf City, it estimated the 
plant would cost $270 million. That’s less 
than one-third of the current price tag for 
the similarly conceived San Diego plant 
and a good $125 million less than the lat- 
est published numbers for the Huntington 
Beach project. (A similar project in Tampa 
went $40 million over budget and took 
five years longer than promised and is now 
delivering only half the promised water). 

Almost a week after the Register article 
hit newsstands, the Metropolitan Water 
District communications team rolled out a 
press release providing new details about 
the increased cost of the project being 
discussed by the work group. A draft term 
agreement estimated the cost of drinking 
water produced by the plant to be $1,424 
per acre foot—almost twice the original, 
2003 estimate. “At this point in time,” the 
release stated, “the participating agencies 
have made no commitments to purchase 
water from Poseidon.”

The Globe serves Belgian beers and food are wonderful 
ina place that appears to be from a previous era

ou’d be mistaken if you assumed 
Ve Globe was just another new- 

fangled, fashionably modern gas- 
tropub. It may bill itself as that, but when 
you walk in for the first time, you’ll do a 
double take. You may even go back out- 
side to check the marquee to make sure 
you’re in the right place. The restaurant is 
less than 2 years old, but the room looks 
as though it hasn’t been remodeled since 
ABBA were on the radio. Booths with the 
nauseating color of Pepto and a dive-bar 
dankness suggest it might be a diner that 
serves green beans from a can, stale cof- 
fee and cold pie. 

It certainly isn’t, but when you’re 
like me, someone who’s used to seeing 
overdesigned and overhyped coastal 
restaurants that put architectural plans 
ahead of menus, you don’t expect some- 
thing that calls itself a “Dine Bar” to be 
less than hip. But the more you settle into 
those Carter-era chairs and the more 
you look around at the grizzled regulars 
at the bar, the more its outdated looks 
become endearing, especially consider- 
ing it’s located on Main Street in Garden 
Grove’s downtown, arguably the last 
hipster-free zone in Orange County. The 
busiest night for the restaurant is also 
the busiest for Main Street. Every Friday 
from 4 p.m. to 8 p.m., the entire thor- 
oughfare is blocked off for a classic-car 
show that culminates with a halfway- 
decent Elvis impersonator belting it out 
in front of the legendary Azteca, quite 
possibly the only Mexican restaurant in 
America that doubles as a holy worship 
site for “The King.” 
Pizza is on the menu, a holdover 

from the last tenant, and judging by the 
fact that almost every table had one, it 
would seem the Globe’s regulars prefer 
things stay the way they are. That’s good 
because owners Michael Pauwels and 
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Marijke Adam, both from Belgium, don’t 
seem to have any intention of updating 
the space to look as though it’s from this 
decade. I wouldn’t have it any other way, 
either, though I would veer away from the 
pizza. This is only the second real Belgian 
restaurant in OC, after all, so why eat 
something you can get almost anywhere? 

Start with a Belgian draft beer poured 
into a curvy chalice, or try one of more 
than a dozen Trappist brews, artisan 
beer produced by a select few monaster- 
ies, largely in Belgium. If you’re keen on 
reliving your frat days and are capable of 
chugging a 70-ounce schooner, the Globe 
also offers a so-called Chimay Chal- 
lenge; portraits of the brave souls who’ve 
accomplished the feat hang on a wall 
of fame. But whatever ale or lager you 
choose, the things to start with here are 
the Hoppas, the Globe’s version of tapas. 
The rillettes are excellent, small terrines 
of pork and duck cooked into shreds and 
left to chill until the fat rises to form a 
waxy seal. Scrape that off with a butter 
knife, then spread the pink, nearly melt- 
ing meat paste on slices of French bread 
as you would paté. 

Also on this list of bites are candied 
pecans that shatter into spicy-sweet 
shards; a warm Bavarian pretzel; anda 
plate of pencil-thin asparagus drizzled 
with a syrupy, grain-flecked mustard 
sauce, then garnished with crumbled 
prosciutto. Or have the greaseless, hand- 
breaded, wine-marinated chicken ten- 
ders, which are the size of flippers. All 
are fantastic. 

I’ve yet to try the house-made Gouda 
croquettes, or the coq a vin, or the char- 
cuterie plate, but I intend to the next 
time. Any restaurant that serves crepes 
this buttery and fills them as though they 
were squat burritos with duck confit, 
wild mushrooms and melted leeks is sure 
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to also make everything else great—and 
in generous portions, too. Belgian food, 
after all, is often described as a cuisine of 
French quality served in German quan- 
tities. This is true of the Belgian frites, 
thick-cut, home-made fries that come at 
you in overwhelming amounts. They’re 
fleetingly crisp, not so much golden as 
browned on the edges, but brought out 
overflowing from a paper cone when you 
order any of the entrées. 

The frites are perfect with the won- 
derfully filling beer beef stew—a malty- 
flavored, chunky, brown ocean of slow- 
cooked meat hunks, pearl onions and 
carrots you want to eat in concert with 
a glass of Leffe Brune, the beer used to 
simmer the dish. Even the pork-and-veal 
bratwurst, tucked into a hollowed-out 
crusty French baguette with a slathering 
of potent Dijon and sweetly caramelized 
onions, is served with more Belgian frites 
than any one person actually needs. 

It’s about halfway into your piles of 
fried potatoes that you realize you'll, 
indeed, need more beer. Perhaps that Chi- 
may Challenge 70-ouncer might not be a 
bad idea, after all.

f you haven't checked out our cover story

Entrance, of course, is FREE, and Taco 
Maria, Soho Taco and Seabirds will serve 
the food ($5 specials!) while everyone 
gets happy drinking the Bruery’s amazing 
crafted beers ...in Placentia?! 

| still have trouble believing that any- 
thing edgy, food-wise, is happening in 
Placentia. Nothing against the city, home to 
my favorite cousins, badass good-govern- 
ment activists and the spectacular Rub- 
alcava's Bakery, but the food scene there 
has historically been the most contained in 
Orange County, a suburb with restaurants 
only the locals could love. Rose's Pizza, 
Mini Cafe, King’s Teriyaki (which is reopen- 
ing in April), and the Mexican Bradford 
Avenue quartet of El Farolito, Q's Tortas, 
Tlaquepaque,and El Cantarito are all fine, 
but few outsiders come to these places— 
most of Placentia’s favorite eateries are 
stuck in the 1980s and proud of it. Even 
more comfortably provincial is 301 Cafe, 

a dive screaming for gentrification. The 
booths are Naugahyde; the long bar bereft 
of any alcohol is made of wood panels 
stolen from Boogie Nights; the windows 
are the fogged kind preferred by cantinas; 
the jukebox stopped updating around Los 
Cadetes de Linares. Yet here is a reason for 
outsiders to visit Placentia for culinary rea- 
sons, for fabulous Cal-Mex cuisine served 
for people who grew up on Cal-Mex. 

This is where the combo plate rules, 
where the chile rellenos shine with 
grease, where the meat of choice isn't al 
pastor, but chile colorado or verde, where 
enchiladas and chimichangas dominate 
instead of regional Mexican. The king 
of the entrées is the wet burrito, a mass 
of beef and ever-present melted yellow 
cheese, with canned red salsa on top. 

It's a seemingly mundane thing, and the 
puréed guacamole resembles something 
out of a Sunsetarticle from the Nixon 
administration. And yet. .. it all works. The 
salsa served tableside tastes more like 
New Mexico-style green chile: not just 
relishy, but with heat. The side of pickled 
carrots and jalapefios is a wholly Mexi 
innovation. It's an artifact of another time, 
but one that remains relevant, such as a 
date shake or a chicken pot pie. So make 
sure to visit Placentia three times this 
year—one for Rubalcava’s, another for 
301 Cafe and Feb. 7 for the Happy Hour.

e fondly remember when our 
team was stalking the progress 
of Pizzeria Mozza off PCH in 


Newport Beach. Vague answers

Now that 
they’ve been open a while, we 
were able to catch the attention 
of Emily Corliss. Plucked from 
the LA locale, she keeps the 
wood-burning oven hot and her 
responses upbeat. 


Earliest food memory: 

Fish sticks! My mom used to 
serve them to me. She still talks 
about how I demanded them 
every night. 

Your best recent food find: 

Two years ago, I was in Barcelona | 
and had my first taste of jamon 
ibérico. They let it cure for four 
years and keep the pigs on a strict 
acorn diet. It’s amazing. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 
Vinegar. It gives you that jolt of 
acid that takes a dish from good 
to great. And you can use it in 
sweet or savory dishes. 

Have restaurateurs Mario Batali, 
Lidia Bastianich or Nancy Silver- 
ton been by for a visit or meal? 
Nancy—who’s based on the West 
Coast—comes out a few times a month 
and makes it a point to always sit down 
for a meal when she’s here. 

Culinarily speaking, Orange County has 
the best: 

Room for growth. 

Do you know why there was a delay with 
the beverage license? 

Delays are completely normal. But we 
were eager to open the restaurant, so we 
decided to not wait for our liquor license 
and opened with beer and wine. 

What’s your favorite item on the menu to 
dine on? 

Wild nettles pizza with Armandino Bata- 
li’s artisanal salumi and cacio di Roma, 

a rich sheep’s-milk cheese. We get our 
nettles from the farmers’ market, and the 
combination of the grassy nettles with the 
spicy salumi and the salty cheese is awe- 
some. Add creamy burrata to that, and 
youre in heaven. 

What do you think of the influx of spe- 
cialty-pizza shops in the area? Have you 
tried any of them?

Rock Bottom Restaurant and Brewery straddles the line 


between corporate and pub 


ost people who live in Long 
M Beach love the fact there aren’t 

a lot of corporate chain restau- 
rants. Bustling dining districts such as 
Belmont Shore and Bixby Knolls are full 
of quality, locally owned eateries. 

But the Rock Bottom Restaurant and 
Brewery on the corner of Ocean Bou- 
levard and Pine Avenue has retained a 
local following for more than a decade, 
thanks, in part, to its homey interior and 
Mug Club benefits for beer-drinking 
regulars. A few months ago, however, 
the Colorado-based chain refreshed the 
Long Beach restaurant—redesigning the 
layout, adding new food adventures to 
the menu and eliminating the Mug Club 
in lieu of a more upscale Rock Bottom 
concept. Intrigued, especially by the addi- 
tion of “more Southwest-influenced” food 
items, I scheduled a lunch meeting at the 
updated location. 

The vibe at the new Rock Bottom is dif- 
ferent—less oversized neighborhood bar, 
more Yard House, BJ’s, even PF. Chang’s. 
Dark booths sit on elevated platforms, 
and cushy bar stools surround long, 
banquet-style tables. The brewery, once 
hidden behind walls, is far more visible 
now, but the handwritten chalkboard of 
homegrown beers (such as the Pine Ave. 
Pale and Great White Wheat) has been 
replaced by a digital menu board that dis- 
plays offerings in a chalkboard font. After 
trying tasters of some of the new beers— 
the black IPA was the best, a well-crafted 
balance of hop bitterness and roasted 
malt flavors—my group ordered some 
appetizer nachos, and I decided to try the 
$7.95 “lunch enchiladas” plate off the list 
of lunch specials. True to Rock Bottom’s

pub-food roots, the nachos were hugely 
portioned and perfect for sharing. Topped 
with cheese, black beans and (canned) 
jalepefios, the platter was a simple enough 
starter on its own, but the heap of chunky, 
fresh guacamole meant the whole table 
was scrambling for a chip to dip. Stay 
clear of the milder-than-mild wannabe 
salsa in the middle, though. It might as 
well be a chunky pasta sauce. 

My enchiladas were generous as well— 
two corn tortillas lightly fried, then filled 
with chicken, corn and gobs of oozing 
cheese, all covered by a tomatillo verde 
sauce and fresh pico de gallo (way bet- 
ter than the nacho “salsa”). The dish also 
came with my choice of side (I got the 
black beans, which came Cuban-style 
with a spicy kick), plus a soup or salad, 
making it one of the better corporate 
lunch deals in downtown. 

Aside from a mix-and-match of red- 
sauce-free Mexi food options that has 
been combined under the umbrella term 
of “Southwest,” there aren’t a lot of lighter 
lunch choices at Rock Bottom. If you’re 
really craving the fried chicken, macaroni 
and cheese, New York steak, or a “2 a.m. 
Burger” (a burger with a fried egg, hash 
browns and bacon on it), you should prob- 
ably go for dinner, when you can wash it 
all down with a few extra beers.

Golden Boys 


Stand Up Guysis a blow to Al Pacino’s legacy

lease, for his own good, somebody 
Pp clap Dustin Hoffman into a chas- 

tity belt. Based on what Al Pacino 
suffers in Stand Up Guys and the identi- 
cal humiliations visited upon Robert De 
Niro in Little Fockers, it seems Hollywood 
will not be satisfied until it has speared a 
hypodermic into the pill-engorged erec- 
tion of every remaining leading man of 
the 1970s. 

In Pacino’s case, the setup is that he’s 
an old-time gangster named Val who’s just 
been released from almost three decades 
in lockup. His pal Doc (Christopher 
Walken) duly takes him to one of those 
movie brothels at which all the sex work- 
ers resemble Victoria’s Secret models. But 
Val can’t perform—he announces this for 
all to hear, as he’s a movie character and 
not a person. So the boys rob a pharmacy, 
Val gulps down a mouthful of Bob Dole 
pills, and any audience member who has 
seen a comedy in recent years can predict 
the next 20 miserable minutes. Why Val 
doesn’t see disaster coming is a mystery. 
He has bragged that in prison, he could 
watch Starz, so he has certainly endured 
some Meet the Parents sequels. 

It plays out as you would fear. Yes, Val, 
potency restored, returns to fuck his whore 
(he finishes four times, he shouts to anyone 
within earshot). Yes, the actor who played 
Sonny in Dog Day Afternoon winds up ina 
hospital bed, the sheets rigged with some 
pitch-a-tent prosthetic hard-on. And, yes, 

a doctor must prick said hard-on with a 


needle on loan from the Saw movies, in this 
case not to inject medicine, but actually to 
draw blood. And, yes, all of this is exactly 
as funny as it would be in real life: Imagine 
watching someone you’ve known for years 
and have come to respect getting stabbed 
in the dick by a doctor. 

Because he’s a movie character, Val ral- 
lies from this ordeal and is immediately 
game for a full night’s worth of adventures, 
including a couple of fights, some grand- 
theft auto, three visits to the same diner, 
and two more cases of breaking and enter- 
ing. Around 4 a.m., Val and Doc somehow 
gain access to a backhoe (are there rental 
places open?). And there’s a return visit to 
the brothel, where Alan Arkin—playing a 
near-death associate sprung from an old- 
folks’ home—takes on two working girls at 
once. Without medical enhancement, he 
somehow leaves both bewitched and liter- 
ally begging for more. It’s shameless, the 
same “ladies love dead meat” joke played 
on Madeline Kahn in Young Frankenstein. 

There is a plot to all this. The crime 
lord who rules this any-city has charged 
Walken’s Doc with offing Pacino’s Val 
immediately upon Val’s release (murder- 
ing his dignity isn’t enough). But the 
movie is really about the slow demolition 
process of old men aging in the public eye. 
Pacino and Walken hobble gingerly about, 
director Fisher Stevens affording them no 
vanity. Pacino’s face has puddled, now all 
jowl and whiskers, and his voice has taken 
on a wet, rasping undertone somewhere 


between a cat purring and the coring of 
cabbages. He yaps and yaps, but only on 
occasion does he gather any of the old 
power, most notably in a scene in which 
he has to beg a posse of club hotties to 
even consider a dance with him. 

Like De Niro these days, Pacino seems to 
have been drained of whatever the world 
originally loved about him—perhaps those 
jokey crotch needles lanced something vital. 
Walken, meanwhile, has stiffened into him- 
self, becoming more funny without losing 
what’s imposing in him. Here, as in Seven 
Psychopaths, he even manages to seem a bit 
wise as he carries on his lifelong exploration 
of English-language syllables, each of which 
he pauses over, briefly considers and seems 
to find is not a clean fit for the next. Of all 
the ’70s-made men who have been made, by 
age, into comic figures, only 
Walken seems in control of 
what makes him funny. 

The film is appealingly 
grubby and scored 
to great soul singles 
from the days of its 
leads’ primes. It’s 
also surprisingly 
violent for a movie 
steeped in Cocoon- 
style “old folks like 
sex” jokes and sur- 
prisingly sentimen- 
tal for one in which 
arape victim—in a gag 
stolen from Scrooged, of 
all things—jokes about loy- 
ing The Nutcracker before 
taking a bat to the balls of 
her assailants. (Walken and 
Pacino also keep tossing out 
the “I’m here to kick ass or 
chew bubblegum” line from 
John Carpenter’s They Live. 


Since when does Al Pacino look for tips on 
coolness from “Rowdy” Roddy Piper?) 
Looming over all of this is supposed to 
be the question of whether Doc will kill Val, 
especially as their night wears on and their 
adventures become more worth bonding 
over—and unbelievable. But by the end, the 
feeling the movie inspires isn’t suspense, 
but rather relief: Thank God the producers 
behind Grumpy Old Men and The Sunshine 
Boys didn’t yet have Viagra to joke about.

as it would be in real life:

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MOVIE 43 | saw an opening-day matinee 
of Movie 43 at a theater where they 
hadn't bothered to put the title on the 
marquee, with a sparse audience 
composed entirely of single men, one 
of whom was puffing on a no-tobacco 
e-cigarette throughout. When | got 
home, | discovered that a pigeon had 
shit in my hair. These are pretty much 
the perfect circumstances under which 
to view this sordid sketch-comedy 
gang bang, slippery with bodily fluids, 
from a screenplay that might have 
been written over an all-night poker 
game bull session, all loosely strung 
together by a framing device in which 
an aspiring, perspiring screenwriter 
(Dennis Quaid) holds a studio exec 
(Greg Kinnear) hostage, hoping to 
get his obscene magnum opus made. 
Movie 43 was shot over the course 
of years by a host of celebrity guest 
stars doubling as guest directors, 
though official attribution goes to Peter 
Farrelly, who handled the leadoff skit. 
Setting the tone of what's to come, this 
involves Kate Winslet on a blind date 
with Hugh Jackman, who unwraps his 
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ANO FUN. 
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cashmere scarf to reveal a neck goiter 
that looks like a scrotum and testes, 
which he proceeds dips into drawn 
butter. What else? More stars than It’s 
a Mad, Mad, Mad, Mad World! More 
body horror than the Cronenberg film- 
ography combined with Hated: GG Allin 
and the Murder Junkies! The blank, 
shoe-button eyes of Seth MacFarlane! 
It's the kind of thing you feel you should 
laugh at through a phlegmy, hack- 

ing cough—and it does get laughs, if 
inconsistently, predictable given the 
circumstances of production. And 
where most movies fade within hours, 

| see a bright future ahead for this sui 
generis work, which will be passed 
around sixth grade classrooms by odd- 
smelling kids for years to come.

OSCAR NOMINATED SHORTS There's 


scant dialogue but plenty of eloquent 
storytelling in the five animated 

short films up for a 2013 Oscar, all of 
which—along with their live-action and 
documentary counterparts—- will get 
a pre-award show release. Save for a 
Simpsons segment, this year's nomi- 
nees are mute and expressionistic. 
With evocative elegance, they convey 
both plot and emotion through sumptu- 
ous, stylized visuals, be it the black- 
and-white romanticism of “Paperman,” 
the tale of an office worker using 
paper airplanes to connect with a 
potential love, or “Adam and Dog,” 
which details with Hayao Miyazaki's 
grace the Garden of Eden origins of 
man’s relationship to his canine best 
friend. In its blend of artistry and 
poignancy, though, none can quite 
compare with the Claymation majesty 
of “Head Over Heels.” The dramatic 
category is far more uneven. Three of 
the nominees milk youthful distress for 
melodramatic pathos. Manipulative 
heartstring-tugging is also character- 
istic of “Henry,” an Amour-lite saga of 
an old man increasingly aware of his 
own Alzheimer’s. (It's still wrenching, 
though.) More entrancing is “Death of 
a Shadow,” the story of a killed World 
War | soldier tasked, in the afterlife, 
with photographing the shadows of 
the dead. Leave it to the documentary 
field to wrestle with hardship and 
mortality, with the five nominees linked 
by their shared interest in struggles 

to survive, whether it's Rwandan chil- 
dren making an epic trip to seek heart 
surgery in the Sudan in “Open Heart,” 
cancer-stricken women searching for 
companionship and catharsis at a local 
beauty shop in “Mondays at Racine,” 
or retired Florida senior citizens coping 
with loss in “Kings Point.”

ARGO Set amid the 1979-1980 Iran hos- 


tage crisis, Argo, Ben Affleck’s third 
directorial effort, is a “gritty” histori- 
cal drama overwhelmed by its love of 
Hollywood as an inventor of imaginary 
narratives with real consequences, 

a great generator of American bed- 
time stories whose magic works on 
suburban kids and foreign enemies 
alike. After an Iranian Revolution for 
Dummies Prologue, the movie proper 
begins with the November 4, 1979, 
attack on the U.S. embassy in Tehran. 
While 52 Americans are held hostage, 
six embassy workers manage to 
escape, ultimately hiding out at the 
home of Canadian ambassador Ken 
Taylor (Victor Garber). Determined to 
smuggle the houseguests out of Iran 
by disguising them as a film crew 

on a location scout, CIA exfiltration 
expert Tony Mendez (Affleck) enlists 
the help of John Chambers (John 
Goodman), a movie makeup artist, 
and Lester Siegel (Alan Arkin), an 
old-school producer Chambers pulls 
off the lifetime-achievement circuit 
to give the “production” credibility. 
(In real life, Chambers won an Oscar 
for Planet of the Apes; Siegel is a 
composite). Between hokey wise- 
cracks ribbing industry idiocy, the 
trio seizes on a dusty script for a Star 
Wars rip off called Argo. The great 
movies of the period Argo depicts, 
even period pieces, were about the 
American experience in the moment 
they were made. Argo doesn't reflect 
who we are now so much as it argues 
for what Hollywood can be. It's an 
embodiment of the kind of quality 
adult film that really shouldn't be an 
endangered species, and a love letter 
from Affleck to the industry that made 
him, shunned him, and loves nothing 
more than to be loved. (R) Karina 
Longworth.

BARBARA Set in East Germany in 1980, 


Christian Petzold’s superb Barbara 
is a transfixing Cold War thriller 
made even more vivid by its subtle 
overlay of the golden-era “woman's 
picture,” the woman in question 
being Dr. Barbara Wolff, brilliantly 
played by Nina Hoss in her fifth film 
with the writer/director. Yet Petzold 
intricately retools genre rather than 
slavishly adheres to it, using familiar 
templates to offer fresh perspec- 
tives on historical rifts and wounds. 
We first see Barbara—lean, rigid, 
remote—stepping off a bus a mere 
minute before beginning her new job 
at a pediatric hospital in a province 
in the German Democratic Republic. 
Previously employed at a prestigious 
clinic in Berlin, she has been reas- 
signed to the boonies as punishment 
for applying for an exit visa. “She 
won't even be one second early,” 
Stasi agent Klaus (Rainer Bock) says 
to André (Ronald Zehrfeld), the hos- 
pital’s burly head physician, as both 
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men stare at the blond M.D. from a 
window two stories above. Klaus and 
his state-security goons appear at 
Barbara's doorstep or linger in parked 
cars outside her apartment build- 

ing intermittently, just long enough 
so that their reign of terror sticks in 
the mind without overwhelming the 
movie. Tense and impeccably plotted, 
Barbara is punctuated by indelible 
details and builds to an act of enor- 
mous Sacrifice that links our heroine 
to the great maternal altruists of ‘30s 
and ‘40s cinema whose names also 
served as film titles (Stella Dallas, 
Mildred Pierce). But unlike those mar- 
tyrs, Barbara’s action is impelled not 
by masochism or self-abnegation but 
by a sense of duty both to herself and 
her vocation. (Not Rated) Melissa 
Anderson.

BROKEN CITY Prodigious early suc- 


cess has hung like a sword of 
Damocles over the careers of twin- 
brother filmmakers Allen and Albert 
Hughes, who burst onto the scene 
like a roman candle with their bril- 
liant 1990 debut, Menace I! Society, 
then spent the next two decades 
churning out proficient but ephemeral 
studio-backed genre films (the best of 
which, From Hell, brought a sprawl- 
ing, Altmanesque social panorama to 
the Jack the Ripper story). Now Allen 
Hughes has gone solo, and the result 
is an even bigger letdown: a flaccid, 
poor man's Chinatown starring Russell 
Crowe as a New York City mayor 
campaigning for re-election and Mark 
Wahlberg as the disgraced ex-cop 
turned private eye hired to spy on the 
mayor's adulterous wife (Catherine 
Zeta-Jones). Nothing is quite as it 
seems—unless, of course, you've 
ever seen a movie about big-city 
political corruption before—and soon 
the naive Wahlberg finds himself the 
magic ingredient in an insidious brew 
of billion-dollar real-estate deals and 
coldblooded murder. Almost but not 
quite silly enough to work as camp— 
this ex-cop’s girlfriend tries to make 

it as an “indie film” star—Broken 

City slogs through such fatigued plot 
“twists” as having one character 
confess to another without realizing 
he’s being recorded. The actors look 
generally unhappy to be here, most of 
all Crowe, who seems even more mis- 
erable than he did in Les Misérables.

DJANGO UNCHAINED After the ebul- 


lient Holocaust fantasia Inglourious 
Basterds, Quentin Tarantino takes 

his whole blood-spattered histori- 

cal tent show on the road, this time 
putting down stakes in antebellum 
Dixieland. Jamie Foxx stars as the 
captured runaway slave of the title, 
given his freedom by an unlikely 
savior: a German-American bounty 
hunter (Basterds Oscar-winner 
Christoph Waltz) who trains Django 
to become his partner. Together, they 
make their way toward a sprawl- 

ing Mississippi plantation known as 
Candyland, where Django’s estranged 
bride, Broomhilda (Kerry Washington), 
lies in wait, under the thumb of a 
foppish master (Leonardo DiCaprio) 
and his septuagenarian house slave 
(the astonishing Samuel L. Jackson). 
Wagnerian hellfire ensues, though 
Tarantino's true reference point is a 
century of Hollywood cinema's failure 
to engage with the ugly realities of 
the “peculiar institution,” from Gone 
With the Wind to Spielberg's Lincoln. 
Some high-minded critics and cultural 
arbiters still can’t bring themselves to 
take Tarantino seriously as an intel- 
lectual, but like all of the best pop art, 
Django Unchained is both seriously 
entertaining and seriously thoughtful, 


rattling the cage of race in America 
on-screen and off. (R) Scott Foundas.

GANGSTER SQUAD Originally slated 


to open in September 2012, Gangster 
Squad was delayed when the movie- 
theater shooting in Aurora, Colorado, 
suddenly made a scene of gunfire in 
Grauman’s Chinese Theatre “inap- 
propriate.” But released any time, the 
movie would be a crime against cin- 
ematic sensibility. As Gangster Squad 
opens, boss Mickey Cohen (Sean 
Penn) is the snake in the West Coast 
Eden of prosperous Los Angeles 
circa 1949. Los Angeles Police 
Department Sergeant John O'Mara 
(Josh Brolin) is offered the chance to 
put together an unofficial unit to bust 
up Cohen's rackets. The only other 
squad member given a story line to 
himself is Ryan Gosling’s Sergeant 
Jerry Wooters, who takes up with 
Cohen's arm candy (Emma Stone); this 
gives Gosling occasion to ply his shy- 
heartthrob trade, the sheepish boy 
showing off his cantaloupe biceps. 

It would be the film’s silliest perfor- 
mance were it not for Penn donning 
a pound of putty to play Cohen—his 
smushed mug would suit a Dick 
Tracy villain. All of the usual cop- 
opera conceits—"“duty,” “badge of 
honor,” “fraternity”—get trotted out, 
but it's only the pummeling violence 
that stirs director Ruben Fleischer's 
interest. Gangster Squad caroms 
from crime to retaliation, from tommy 
gun assassination to a power drill 
through the head to a pistol whipping, 
every bloodletting hyped by Steve 
Jablonsky's score or peppy period 
tunes counterpoised for ironic effect. 
In reducing the great themes of the 
Warner Bros. crime-film legacy to 
many bases to be rounded, Gangster 
Squad desecrates the symbols of the 
movies it alleges to homage. (R) Nick 
Pinkerton.

THE GUILT TRIP In Anne Fletcher's 


buddy comedy The Guilt Trip, Seth 
Rogen is Andy Brewster, an organic 
chemist frustrated in his entrepre- 
neurial efforts at selling the natural 
cleaning product he has invented. 
About to embark on a multi-city sales 
jaunt, he invites his mom (Barbra 
Streisand) along, ostensibly to spend 
time with her, but with the hidden 
agenda of hooking her up with an old 
boyfriend at journey’s end. Pairing 
Rogen and Streisand turns out to be 
inspired. The wisp of a plot serves 

as a platform for some strong comic 
dynamics, the only semi-important 
thing the film has to offer. For an 
internationally famous doyenne who 
lives at a magnificent and heightened 
level of existence involving ambient 
harp glissandos and lilac fragrance, 
Streisand offers a spot-on portrayal 
of a retired, middle-class Gap aficio- 
nado. Andy's multiple agendas and 
internal resistance to the fact that he 
kind of wants his mom’s help chal- 
lenges his affable shlubbiness. Their 
exchanges have the ructious affec- 
tion of long acquaintance, and the 
tight focus on the characters yields 
a narrative gentleness that's only 
surprising in a landscape of gross-out 
comedies, some of which Rogen has 
written himself. The Guilt Trip tees up 
scenes involving an eating contest, a 
strip club, and a casino, which in an 
overdetermined, situational film would 
have resulted in projectile vomiting, 
an embarrassing lap dance, and hit- 
ting the big jackpot. At each turn, 
Dan Fogelman’s script instead veers 
back to the filial relationship and

The Balcony mixes 
bishops, whores and 
judges to beautifully 

show they are we, 
and we are they

arlon Brando’s character said it 
M most succinctly in the 1953 film 

The Wild One. When asked what 
he was rebelling against, he replied, “Whad- 
dya got?” Three years later, Jean Genet’s 
play The Balcony would make the cop- 
hating character of Johnny seem an ado- 
lescent punk. Choose a target, and chances 
are Genet either mocked or condemned it: 
religion, the military, the legal system, revo- 
lutionaries, counter-revolutionaries, rich 
people, poor people, reason, emotion. 

The only thing that emerges unscathed 
from the torrent of Genet’s inflammatory 
critique of hypocrisy and artifice in real 
and imagined life is the act of prostitution, 
which plays a major role in this play, since 
most of it is set in a brothel, called the Bal- 
cony. But what a brothel! While some of the 
studios may feature actual sex, the rooms 
that bear witness in Genet’s frenetic imagi- 
nation are those in which ordinary people 
dress up as bishops, judges or generals and 
enact bizarre rituals of power play, barking 
at or pleading with their paid whores. 

But there’s also a revolution going on. 
And soon, these quite-ordinary people are 
exalted to the positions they merely fanta- 
sized about. Or maybe they’re not. It’s really 
hard to tell because The Balcony is one of 
the most mind-fucking plays to ever ejacu- 
late from a brilliant, if profane, mind. It’s 
an undeniable masterpiece of 20th-century 
theater, but one that is so dense and super- 
ficial, so volatile and ambiguous, so revolu- 
tionary and yet steeped in the trappings of 
traditional theater (lofty language, ornate 
costumes) that it’s as difficult to wrap one’s 
mind around as it is to mount. 

And that makes it so fitting as the first 
show to be produced in longtime Weekly 
contributor Dave Barton’s inaugural sea- 
son as programming director at STAGES- 
theatre. Never one to shy away from the 
polemical or the perverse, it’s a wonder 
it’s taken so long for the man who for- 
merly helmed the Rude Guerrilla Theater 
Co. and the Monkey Wrench Collective 
to get around to doing The Balcony. And 
while it’s an obvious choice for Barton, 
it’s a bold step for STAGES, Orange Coun- 
ty’s most established storefront theater 
and one that has mounted its fair share 
of deep, heavy, dark plays, but has also 
paraded an equal amount of audience- 
friendly, non-threatening pieces (one rea- 
son why it has lasted 21 years). 

And make no mistake: The Balcony is a 
threatening play. It’s anything but escapist 


entertainment. The battles Genet wages, 
the targets he rails against, the assault 
on the values and rituals of what he sees 
as a corrupt and indolent society—none 
of these is limited to the character or 
forces in the play. This is also an attack 
on theater audiences, a house of mirrors 
designed to reflect what the playwright 
viewed as the distorted reality we all 
accept, consciously or not. 

Directed by Barton and Jeremy C. 
Hohn, this production does a fine job of 
capturing the trajectory of Genet’s fevered 
imagination. Yes, it’s quite long (nearly 
three hours, counting two intermissions), 
and it’s tempting to tune out during some 
of the longer passages, but the ensemble 
hurls itself at the material with abandon. 
While there seems to be an element of 
menace or gravitas missing (Genet himself 
said the scenes in the brothel “should be 
presented with the solemnity of a Mass 
in a most beautiful cathedral”), the cast 
mines every bit of humor possible. Sean 
Hesketh, as the Bishop, and Adam Poyn- 
ter, as the General, are particularly effec- 
tive in being both perverse and parodies of 
themselves. Equally funny is Jack Millis’ 
turn as the Envoy, who is probably the 
closest thing to a stand-in for Genet in his 
brutal honesty yet equally ambiguous flair. 

But where this production most shines 
is in its two most important roles: Irma, the 
brothel’s madam, and the corrupt Chief of 
Police. Cynthia Ryanen and Rick Kopps are 
outstanding: complicated, cunning, ruth- 
less, soft, tortured, vain, powerful and pow- 
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erless. If they never worked again on a local 
stage, they’d leave legacies based solely on 
their performances in this play. 

There is a lot to write about any produc- 
tion of The Balcony. And people have done 
so, exhaustively at times. Answers to the 
myriad questions that may be raised in an 
audience member’s mind do not surface 
easily. Nor should they. Just as Genet was 
one of the most fascinating literary figures 
of the most recent century, The Balcony is 
one of its most fascinating plays. It’s best 
to walk in with whatever reference you 
have, and then spend some time trying to 
figure out what you just watched, and then 
research it. It’s worth it. 

And don’t worry if you see yourself in 
the play. Literally. The three long mirrors 
that frame the back of the stage are con- 
stant reminders that we are just in a the- 
ater, merely watching a play. What hap- 
pens in that theater is no more real than 
what goes on in our homes. The masks 
we choose to wear, venerate or believe are 
no different in or outside the theater. And 
we're all in this weird fucking existence 
together. Just as a judge needs a thief to 
legitimize his role, or a bishop needs a sin- 
ner, a play needs an audience. We are all 
johns and whores, all engaged in our own 
private—and public—Balconies.

When it comes to the 
Sandler song “Medium Pace” off his 1993 
comedy album, They’re All Gonna Laugh 
At You, it smacks of a beautiful love bal- 
lad. But if you thought that would lead 
to a glimpse of his softer side, you’d be 
horribly wrong. Seconds into the track, 

a satanic Sandler comes out and it leads 
into mentions of a shampoo bottle, shav- 
ing pubes, jerking off, dildos, tucking 
and humiliation, which kind of takes the 
romance level down juuuuust a tad.

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Post-hardcore heroes Finch are back (again)

inch always did have a thing for 
[= drama. The sound from their instru- 

ments was made for scoring monu- 
mental funerals and back-alley melees. 
Their lyrics, too, preferred the morose 
and murky. On more than one occasion, 
they sounded seconds away from tossing 
themselves off a ledge. With “Post Script” 
off 2002’s What It Is to Burn, the band’s 
first record and finest hour, someone 
actually jumps. 

Picture the group—then, a pack of late 
teens from Temecula—performing the 
song on a 3,000-foot-high perch over an 
ocean. They start 40 feet from the brink, 
scooching closer with each note. By the 
time they reach the song’s throat-shred- 
ding finale, they’re right by the edge. The 
song strikes and briefly holds its peak, 
allowing Nate Barcalow to make the sac- 
rifice first. A tortured soul in skatewear 
and proto-scene-kid bangs, Barcalow 
grinds his vocal cords for a goodbye: 
“Take a breath/Now let it out/The worst 
is over for now.” He leaps, plunging 
downward like a bullet and creating a 
massive splash. Instead of perishing, he 
somehow survives, bobbing up with a 
Cheshire Cat grin. That’s “Post Script” 
in a nutshell: a suicide note that turns 
into a “Wish you were here” post card 
stamped from a calm, cathartic place. For 
two consecutive weekends in February, 
the band—stifled by the words “indefinite 
hiatus”— reunite at the Glass House to 
rehash their post-hardcore insanity with 
their fans one more time. 

The band started in 1999, transition- 
ing from a previous outfit called Numb, 
a name that quickly bit the dust in favor 
of something they thought was a little 
more ambiguous. Inspired by such 
bands as Deftones, Weezer, Hum and 
Rocket From the Crypt, their first song, 


“Awake,” yielded something “distinctly 
different from the Numb sound.” After 
quickly signing to burgeoning pop- 
punk label Drive-Thru Records, Finch 
released the 2001 EP Falling Into Place, 
and then Burn a year later—the latter 
produced by Blink-182 and Jimmy Eat 
World producer Mark Trombino. Things 
were good for Finch, especially Stroh- 
meyer; the guitarist hated high school 
and gladly dropped out to stick with his 
band. In 2005, Drive-Thru and Geffen 
Records co-released Say Hello to Sun-

shine. Despite an impressive run on the 
charts (Burn sat on the Billboard 200 at 
No. 99, while Sunshine hit No. 24), the 
sharp change to a more traditional post- 
hardcore sound on the album suffered 
from serious fan backlash. 

Strife was also building among the 
band. At the outset of the tour to support 
Say Hello to Sunshine, the five-piece tem- 
porarily and secretly broke up. A publicly 
announced, indefinite hiatus followed 
in 2006, and everyone went off to other 
bands and jobs. “We just tried to do what 
we thought was best to keep everyone 
happy and keep writing records, but it 
didn’t really turn out that way,” Strohm- 
eyer, now 29, says. “The band was done 
after that last touring cycle, just from 
being fed up with certain characters in 
the band.” Without naming him, Strohm- 
eyer repeatedly references his disdain for 


ex-bassist/vocalist Derek Doherty, whom 
the guitarist says was “making outlandish 
claims and being generally awful” and a 
“catalyst” of the worst kind. 

Finch regrouped in 2007 after person- 
nel changes, self-released a self-titled EP 
in 2008, announced a third record, and 
toured more (although these tours didn’t 
go well). Briefly, they had their own 
studio in Temecula until their landlord 
kicked them out. Frustrated by the lack 
of success, it was only a matter of time 
before the band officially called it quits 
again in 2010. 

After the last dissolution, Strohmeyer 
was certain there was no way another 
revival would happen, but then manager 
Andy Harris proposed a special 10th- 
anniversary tour dedicated to What It Is 
to Burn—still a classic in the post-hard- 
core community. The idea sounded good 
to most of the original lineup. A poster 
found on Finch’s Facebook page reads, 
“No more dates. This is it...,” but don’t 
take that too seriously. 

“T think we’ve learned never to say 
never, so after this tour, we’re not going to 
say goodbye again ’cause I just don’t want 
to say that again, and then have to be like, 
‘Oh, we’re back again.’ It’s fucking embar- 
rassing,” he says. “I feel bad for our fans, 
too. We just feel like we’re constantly 
fucking with them, and I don’t wanna do 
that. 

“If we’re able to pull something 
together and the stars align, then that’d 
be awesome, but there’s nothing on the 
table for now.”

We have some friends in 
mind who could be good candi- 
dates, but none has ever managed 
a band before. You hear all the time 
about bands and managers who 
are able to find success despite 
being super-green, but I’m wonder- 
ing if before we start saying yes to 
a lot of the opportunities coming 
our way, we should try to help one 
of our friends train to become a 
good manager.

DEAR DEVIN: It doesn't cost anything 
to “hire” a manager. They get paid 10 
percent to 15 percent of what you make. 
That's what drives them to get your band 
some work. Anyone can be a manager 
of a band. Most—even the “pros”—are 
not very good at it to begin with. Friends 
usually can't accomplish much because 
they have no concept of the history 
of the music business, that it’s all a 
complete scam, and that you must have 
serious connections to make anything 
happen. Define “success in the music 
business.” Are you all young, attrac- 
tive, malleable? Will you wear what 
you are told to wear, say what you are 
told to say, and work with a producer 
who reshapes your lyrics, music and 
arrangements so that your songs sell? 
Are you prepared to sell your soul? If 
not, play music because it’s who you are 
and what you love, and be prepared for 
a long, hard ride. | would know.

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Rum Runners 


hould you ever find your boots crunch- 

ing across the grass at one of Moons- 
ville Collective’s backyard hootenannies, 
remember two things: Always keep track of 
your tall can, and be prepared to party like 
it’s 1929. On a glowing stage flanked by hay 
bales, rickety wood fencing and late-night 
revelers in dust-bowl attire—the old-timey 
sound of this Costa Mesa octet thrives on 
sputtering, banjo-driven country riffs. As 
drummer Drew Martin's snare gallops with 
ease on “Millionaires"—a track from their 
latest album, Cradle to the Grave—a crowd 
of OC locals quickly turns into a rowdy con- 
gregation of hand clappers. 

Judging by the smiles on the faces of 
bandmates Ryan Welch and Corey Adams, 
it's obvious this is definitely their element. 
After all, these house parties at bassist 
Seth Richardson's house eventually led to 
the birth of their band, inspired by all things 
Americana: bushy beards, hillbilly twang 
and lightning-fast fretwork. 

Drunk off the legacy of such great 
American songwriters as Woody Guthrie, 
Bob Dylan and Levon Helm, Moonsville’s 
current incarnation came together about 
a year ago out of the ashes of several 
other projects that all fizzled out around 
the same time. Having been friends and, 
in some cases, bandmates in past out- 
fits, the idea to start a local super-group 
seemed a natural progression. As the band 
coalesced, the importance of it for this 
seasoned crop of musicians, mostly in their 
late 20s, wasn't overlooked. 

“None of us had planned on playing 
music for much longer in serious bands 
before starting [this] band, but the small 
amount of success we found early on 
intrigued us,” says Adams. 

Over the past several months, the band 
have parlayed that “small amount of suc- 
cess” into a series of packed shows at 
community street fairs and the Observatory, 
plus a live OC Music Awards showcase on 
Jan. 29 for Best Live Band in 2013. But the 
true spirit of their collective was mostly 
forged during long trips up California's

central coast to a cabin nestled in the unin- 
corporated town of Los Osos in San Luis 
Obispo County. The group were turned on 
to the area by their guitarist/multi-instru- 
mentalist Dan Richardson (a.k.a. Seth’s 
dad), whose brother owns a cabin there. On 
a regular basis, they'd drive up to the house 
they simply dubbed “Nancy & Court,” 

after the cross streets it sits on. Rollicking 
jug-band jam sessions were a common 
occurrence as the sun went down. “We'd 
basically just stay up, drink wine and play 
all night,” Welch says. 

Part of the band's appeal and the 
authenticity of their sound stems from 
the older members in the group, includ- 
ing Richardson and fiddle player Bill Bell 
(both in their 60s), who've played folk and 
Americana together in various bands over 
the decades. As they harnessed the fervor 
and emotion behind crowd favorites such 
as “Rum Runner” and “Doghouse,” it was 
clear that both Dan and Bill became invalu- 
able assets to the outfit's sound. 

“You can learn any sound like math or 
science, just listen and learn how to play 
it," Adams says. “But what makes this spe- 
cial to me is that having Dan and Bill, we 
have people who were around playing this 
music when it was really happening.” 

It's a sentiment that comes through 
on most of the track list for Cradle to the 
Grave, which they recorded during three 
months at a friend’s house in Whittier. Since 
releasing it on Jan. 20, Moonsville have 
set their sights on touring up and down the 
coast, this time as a band on a mission to 
spread their sound instead of just refining 
it. But even though their flannel-wearing, 
antiquated vibe could work in just about 
any rural town in America, don’t expect 
them to stray too far—at least for now. 

“We're trying to be really strategic 
about when we tour. ... We're not the ‘Get 
in the van, go out for 30 days, spend all 
the money you saved up all year’ [kind],” 
Adams says. “We're a little more strategic 
and frugal that way in terms of how we 
build our fan base.”

Legendary metal band Testament says don’t fuck with 


mankind or Mother Nature

ost of us are trained to think of 
M thrash metal as pure, self-indulgent 

destruction in sonic form. Whether 
we're absorbing deafening, indecipher- 
able screams, relentless guitar shredding, 
or the savagery of Tommy-gun drum fills, 
the objective is an all-out assault on your 
ears. So it’s clear a band such as Testament, 
who’ve dedicated 30-plus years to this dark 
art, could never write an entire record about 
something as altruistic as improving society 
and taking care of the environment, right? 
Guess again. We recently sat down with 
vocalist Chuck Billy, who schooled us on 
the eco-friendly stance behind his band’s 
latest album, Dark Roots of Earth. Turns out 
behind all those black-hearted guitar rifts, 
there’s a little bit of warm humanitarianism 
that inspires their songs. 


OC Weekly: Do you feel your new album 
relates to today’s metal? 

Chuck Billy: I think it definitely does, in 
our own way. I think the music we write, 
especially the past three records, doesn’t 
sound like it’s coming from a dated band 
or a nostalgia band. I think someone who 
hasn’t seen or heard Testament would 
probably hear our record and it would 
probably catch their ear. For me, there are 
a lot of new bands who are doing the same 
stuff, the same vocals and the same music. 
It almost sounds [as though they’re all] 
the same band. At least we are doing our 
own thing and what we believe in. 

And Dark Roots of Earth did something 
unexpected: It hit No. 1 on iTunes, Amazon 
and Brave, then you guys had a music video 
that was in the Top 10 at the American 
Indian Film Festival. 

Yeah, and the album debuted at No. 12 

on Billboard. To us, that was like, “Wow, 
holy smokes.” It is a good record, but 

I definitely give props to [our label] 
Nuclear Blast; it did a great campaign for 
the record. It offered different versions 
of [the album] when it came out, and that 
was pretty awesome. 

The inspiration for past records came from 
things such as 1984, which was the inspi- 
ration for your second album, The New 
Order. Was there anything political like 


that that was used for this record? 

I think we have always been a planet-con- 
scious band. When we didn’t really know 
where we were going with it, [guitarist Eric 
Peterson] came up with the “Dark Roots of 
Earth” idea and the artwork. When we first 
saw it, I was digging it; the cover [design] 

is of a tree god. And right away, [the songs 
took me aback], the same way New Order 
did when we were doing it. We didn’t plan 
it, but a lot of the songs were just about 
humanity and mankind and what we are 
doing to ourselves, to the human race and 
the planet, all in one. It’s not really a happy 
record by any means with any of the lyr- 
ics. When you sit back and listen to it, this

is really a dark record. But it is a record 
about being pissed-off, about where we are 
[going wrong] as the human race and what 
we are doing to ourselves on this planet. 
Is it important for bands, more specifically 
metal bands, to call for revolution and 
demand changes in society when it comes 
to the environment? 
Yes, and what scares me is wondering: “Is 
it too late? Can humanity change it? What’s 
going on? What’s happening?” I notice 
that, as young kids, we had [a definitive] 
summer, winter, fall and spring—none of 
that is the same anymore. The weather is 
so out of whack, and the planet is so out of 
whack. Is it ever going to go back to [how it 
was]? You see people at concerts talk about 
it, and you can talk about it and shout as 
loud as you can, but if people don’t take a 
step in the direction of doing something 
about it, then it’s all a waste of time.

(I 
have a fetish for tights and pantyhose.) | was 
also afraid to seek help out of fear of being 
labeled “abnormal” or “addicted to porn.” | 
managed to get a little better thanks to an 
encouraging, kinky, porn-loving, sex-positive 
female partner. In spite of feeling better, | am 
still having problems with partners. What are 
some good resources for finding a sex-posi- 
tive therapist such as Dr. Klein? | have been 
referred by several people to someone listed 
as a “certified sex-addiction therapist,” and 
| worry this is exactly the kind of unhelpful, 
sex-negative therapist Dr. Klein mentioned on 
your podcast. 

NON-Addict Despite Dumb Intolerant 

Counselors’ Theories 


“Tf the public knew how little sexuality 
training most therapists receive, they’d be 
stunned,” said Dr. Klein, a sex therapist, mar- 
riage counselor, psychotherapist and author. 
“You can get licensed as a marriage counselor 
or psychologist without hearing the words 
‘clitoris,’ ‘vibrator’ or ‘amateur porn.’ So ‘How 
do I find a sex-positive therapist?’ is a very 
important question.” 

Klein advises you start by contacting the 
American Association of Sexuality Educa- 
tors, Counselors, and Therapists (AASECT. 
org). “NON-ADDICT should look for a 
member in his area,” says Klein. “But the 
group is small, and not all of them will share 
his sexual values. Here’s what he should 
ask a potential therapist: ‘What are your 
sexual values?’ ‘How do you define healthy 
sexuality?’ ‘Are you comfortable talking 
about kinky sex?’ ‘Do you think monoga- 
mous, heterosexual, genitally oriented sex 
is ultimately better than other consensual 
arrangements?” The kind of sex-positive 
therapist you seek will answer straightfor- 
ward questions such as those over the phone 
before you make an appointment for a ses- 
sion. “And regardless of the answers, if you 
sense a professional is queasy talking about 
sex, move on to another candidate.” 

Klein says there are many ways to find a 
local, progressive, sex-positive therapist. “He 
should call his local Planned Parenthood or 
LGBT center, a gynecologist or urologist, or 
the person who teaches sexuality at his local 
university, or a local divorce lawyer” and ask 
for areferral, advises Klein. You could even 
call a priest. “Most clergy send their sexuality 
cases to one or two local therapists, some of 
whom are quite progressive.”

| recently caught my boyfriend watching 
porn. We have talked about it before, and 

he said he didn’t watch it while he was in 

a relationship. But when | caught him there 
with his dick in his hand, | lost it. | have 
never felt so hurt or betrayed. This is my 
first serious relationship. | can’t get over 
how sick and sad | feel. It feels as though he

was cheating on me. Should | be as upset 
as | am? It was interactive porn—it was like 
he was cybersexing with one of his ex-girl- 
friends. What should | do? 

Sad And Deceived 


Was your boyfriend having cybersex with an 
ex-girlfriend? Or did it only feel like he was? 

I would make a distinction, SAD, because 
while all porn constitutes a betrayal of the 
terms of your relationship, interacting with a 
stranger and, very likely, a professional online 
shouldn’t feel quite so threatening. 

Backing way the hell up: Your boyfriend 
shouldn’t have lied to you, but you shouldn’t 
have been so naive as to believe him. If 
you can’t bring yourself to forgive him for 
lying—if you can’t put yourself in his shoes 
and try to understand why he might lie about 
this (shame, fear, a desire to spare your feel- 
ings)—then this relationship is doomed. End 
it and find a new boyfriend. But when your 
next boyfriend tells you he doesn’t watch 
porn, you’re going to look at him and say, 
“Suuuuuure, you don’t.” 

Ask your new boyfriend to be discreet and 
limit his porn consumption to an extent to 
which you're unlikely to uncover any evi- 
dence of it, as porn upsets you. If your new 
boyfriend manages to do that for you, if he’s 
considerate enough to cover his tracks, you 
should be considerate enough to turn a blind 
eye on those rare occasions when you do 
stumble over evidence your new boyfriend 
watches porn—just like your old boyfriend 
did and all your future boyfriends will. 


| ended a two-and-a-half-year relationship 

six months ago. By “ended,” | mean my then- 
boyfriend packed up everything | owned and 
put it on the lawn—just like in the movies! The 
reason for this was he hacked into my email 
and read some very graphic letters about an 
affair I'd had in Mexico just weeks prior. My 
CPOS justifications: (1) We were on a break, 
and | had been living with friends to escape his 
anger problems and emotional abuse. | was 
still seeing him periodically and slept with him 
a couple of times. (2) He wouldn’t go down on 
me. (3) When | tried to break up with him in the 
past, he threatened suicide. (4) He had many 
kinks and a history of cheating, and he threat- 
ened that if | didn’t participate in gang bangs, 
he would find someone who would. 

I didn’t feel safe sexually or emotionally 
with him, and | found an evening of relief from 
my shitty relationship while we were on a 
break. | felt energized, attractive and as though 
| was dealing with a healthy adult. That was 
the catalyst that got me out of the relationship 
on his terms, and | wouldn’t do anything differ- 
ently if | had a choice. Am | a CPOS? 

My EX Isn’t Completely Obtuse 


For readers who are just joining us: A 
CPOS is a “cheating piece of shit,” someone 
who cheats on a partner without grounds. 
You are not a CPOS, MEXICO. You had 
grounds: You wanted out, tried to get out, 
but couldn’t get out because your crazy ex 
essentially took himself hostage by threat- 
ening suicide. (Which is an abuser’s tactic, 
folks, please make a note of it.) Your infan- 
tile, manipulative, selfish ex wasn’t allowing 
you to go peacefully. Cheating on him and 
getting caught may not have been a con- 
scious exit strategy on your part, but it was a 
perfectly executed one.
